CONTROVERSIAL PLAN PITCHED TO SELECTMEN

WILMINGTON- With a _ presidential 
election only months away, voter turnout 
is expected to spike this year. Town Clerk 
Sharon George proposed a change to 
some current polling locations, a propos- 
al that drew fierce discussion and debate 
from the Board of Selectmen. 

The question of polling locations was 
raised by Superintendent Mary DeLai, 
who submitted a memorandum express- 
ing her discontent with the current use of 
the Boutwell and Wildwood schools as 
polling location.

For many months, we have 
wanted to do a story about 
how elections used to run, 
back in the older days of 
Wilmington. We observed a 
specimen ballot the other 
days in Buck Bros. store in 
North Wilmington, and it 
reminded us of it again. 

Back before the days of 
World War I, and lasting 
until 1928, there were two 
political parties in 
Wilmington, as far as the 
local elections went. The 
Republican Party and the 
Citizens Party each put up a 
slate of candidates for town 
offices, every year. The cir- 
cumstances behind these 
events were peculiar and are 
remembered with fond rec- 
ollections by the older resi- 
dents of the town. 

Actually, in those days, 
(probably as a result of the 
Civil War) there was only 
the Republican Party, in this 
town of ours. No Democrat 
ever attempted to organize 
his party, although there 
may have been a few 
around. 

That was all very well, as 
far as state and national pol- 
itics was concerned indeed, 
your columnist’s only regret 
about it all is that the 
Republicans had to use the 
name, in local politics. If 
they had chosen instead, to 
call themselves the People’s 
Party, it could possibly be 
that the old time system of 
caucuses (or should it be 
cauci?) would still be going 
on. 

Every spring, before elec- 
tion time, there would be a 
Republican caucus in the 
Town Hall, at which time the 
Republican party would 
nominate their slate for the 
various town officials. In 
their slate, they would name 
candidates for selectmen 
(and overseers of the poor), 
assessor, town clerk, treas- 
urer, collector of taxes, audi- 
tor, constable, fence viewers 
(an important office, from 
the sense of honor, but with 
very little work attached),

school committee, library 
trustees and sinking fund 
commissioner. 

A full slate like this made 
for a lot of fun and competi- 
tion, and every man in town 
was keenly interested in the 
outcome. 

The joker lay in the 
“Citizens Caucus,” which 
generally occurred a day or 
two later. This was where 
the competition came in. 

Any man could vote in one 
or the other caucuses, but no 
one could vote in both. 
Candidates, accordingly, 
plotted their strategies care- 
fully. If a man were aspiring 
to be elected selectman, or 
fence viewer, or to any other 
office, he would bring all his 
supporters to the 
Republican caucus. At that 
caucus, his helpers would 
stand in back and wait for a 
signal from their candidate. 
If the candidate believed he 
could get enough votes to be 
nominated by the 
Republican Party, he would 
give the signal, and his 
cohorts would vote accord- 
ingly. If, on the other hand, 
the candidate would think 
that the chances were that 
he would be out-voted by the 
other man, he would have 
his supporters remain quiet 
in the background, and the 
next day, he would go to the 
Citizens’ caucus and get 
nominated there. 


Frequently, a man would be 
nominated by both parties.

The columnist’s father, 
Peter Neilson, was once 
nominated for the school 
committee in this way, both 
as a Republican and as a 
Citizen. (He was elected, 
too.) 

On the 1908 specimen bal- 
lot in Buck’s store, Edward 
Nelson Eames, John = W. 
Hathaway and Dudley B. 
Purbeck were nominated for 
selectman by the 
Republican caucus, and 
Arthur T. Bond, Edward 
Nelson Eames and John W. 
Hathaway were nominated 
by the Citizens’ caucus, 
which illustrates the point. 
Of these men, Bond (123 
votes), Eames (115 votes) 
and Hathaway (140 votes) 
were elected, with Purbeck 
an also-ran, with 93 votes. 

(Eames lived at the corner 
of Church St. and Thurston 
Ave. in the house that is now 
the Methodist parsonage. 
Hathaway lived in the 
Harnden Tavern. Bond built 
the house at the western cor- 
ner of Middlesex Ave. and 
Salem St. Purbeck lived on 
Lake Street.) 

The wonderful thing about 
the caucus was that it was 
quite infectious in spirit. A 
man could go down merely 
to observe, and suddenly 
find that he was being nomi- 
nated for fence viewer. It 
was a sure-fire method of 
making the candidates come 
out for office. 

As we said, we always

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regretted that one of the 
caucuses had the name 
“Republican,” because, when 
Al Smith ran for President 
in 1928, the local Democrats 
felt it was necessary to have 
a Democratic caucus too. 
That meant there ‘were 


three, every spring, and 


things became too compli- 
cated, with the result that it 
soon died away, and nomina- 
tion papers were , used 
instead. 

With the dying away of the 
caucus system, Wilmington 
lost a colorful and exciting 
part of its political system: 
Perhaps someday we will 
have it back. 

If it ever should return, 
your columnist hopes that 
there will be no identifica- 
tion with national politics. 
Two names, perhaps 
“Peoples” and “Citizens” 
would allow us to keep it on 
a strictly local level, and: we 
could battle away to,,our 
heart’s content, without 
worrying about anything 
except our little town.

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Take a Close Look at Social 


Security in 2016 
“By Nathaniel Sillin 


If you're not close to retirement age, it's easy to ignore what 


Social Security is doing. However, some significant announce- 
-ments late last year make now a very good time to pay atten- 
- tion. 


What follows is a summary of notable changes to Social 
Security at the start of 2016 and ways to ensure you're mak- 
ing the right retirement planning and claiming decisions 
based on what's ahead: 


2016 Social Security payments won't increase. 


‘In late October, Social Security (https://www.ssa.gov/myac- 

count/) announced that there wasn't enough inflation in 2015 
to create a cost-of-living adjustment (COLA) to monthly ben- 
efits this year. Understandably, this announcement shook up 
recipients who look to Social Security for a significant part of 
their monthly income. It's only the third time payments were 
frozen in the past 40 years since automatic COLA adjust- 
ments began, but here's the rub - all three occasions 
occurred after 2010. In short, most seniors will have to live 
with an average monthly payment of $1,341 with married ben- 
éficiaries receiving a total of $2,212. 


Married and divorced individuals may have to rethink 


the way they claim benefits. 


i Also last October, Washington settled a federal budget bat- 
‘tle in part by closing some notable loopholes in Social 


Security law that allowed certain married couples to sub- 
stantially increase their benefits over time and certain 
divorced individuals to claim benefits from former spouses 


‘tinder certain circumstances. These new restrictions on so- 
' called file-and-suspend and restricted-claim strategies go into 
_ effect this coming May. In short, if you're close to age 62 (the 


earliest age you can start claiming Social Security benefits) 
getting qualified advice has never been more important. 


Other COLA-related issues. 


When there's no cost-of-living adjustment, there's no 
change in the maximum amount of earnings subject to the 
Social Security tax, which will stay at $118,500 in 2016. This 
means earnings above that level aren't subject to the Social 
Security portion of the payroll tax or used to calculate retire- 
ment payouts. At the same time, the Social Security earnings 
limit for people who work and claim Social Security pay- 
ments will stay at $15,720 in 2016 for people ages 65 and 


' younger. Social Security beneficiaries who earn more than 


this amount will have $1 in benefits temporarily withheld for 
every $2 in earnings above the limit. 


Some benefits are going down — a little. 


The highest possible Social Security payment for a 66-year- 
old worker who signs up for Social Security this year will be 
$2,639 per month, down $24 from $2,663 in 2015. The reason? 
Social Security noted that despite no cost-of-living adjust- 
ment there was an increase in the national average wage 
index, one of the statistical guideposts the agency uses to cal- 
culate benefits. 


Service changes. 
If you haven't created a My Social Security account, do so 


‘for two reasons: First, there have been reports of ID theft 


related to thieves attempting fraudulent signups for such 


accounts. Second, the agency is making more detailed 


account data available online such as estimates of monthly 
payments at various claiming ages. Also, Social Security 


, expanded office hours in some of its field locations in 2015, so 


if you need face-to-face assistance, check hours of operation 
at your closest local office. 

Bottom line: Social Security froze benefit amounts for the 
coming year, and that has an impact on both current and 


' future recipients. You can't fully understand your retirement 
' without understanding how Social Security works, so now's 
| the time to learn.

As a resident of Tewksbury for nearly 20 years, I have 
always appreciated the sentiments behind our beloved 
mascot. The mascot, the “Redmen,” has served as a 
symbol of pride and a rallying cry for the people of this 
town to show their love and appreciation for Tewksbury. 
Now, 80 years after the mascot was named, some people 
in town have deemed the nickname offensive. These peo- 
ple hope to correct historical transgressions by changing 
a tradition that has united Tewksburites for decades.

Those who seek to alter our storied mascot claim that 
the name comes at the expense of Native Americans. 
When teams choose their respective mascots, they are 
not selected to be disparaging. The Lowell Spinners 
were not named to display the brutal working conditions 
of the mills in 19th century, and the Boston Celtics did 
not come about as a means to mock the large numbers 
of Irish people who settled here during the potato 
famine.

Smithsonian Institution senior linguist Ives Goddard 
spent seven months researching its history and conclud- 
ed that "redskin" was first used by Native Americans in 
the 18th century to distinguish themselves from the 
white "other" encroaching on their lands and culture.

But, if a child has fluid in their middle ear, they have a 
hearing loss. The middle ear is usually filled with air, 
which allows the eardrum to move freely and equalize 
air pressure. If a child’s middle ear is filled with fluid, 
the fluid moves, and changes how the child hears. Thus, 
their hearing fluctuates, which causes the child to hear

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times, and worse at other times. It can be a very frus- 
trating time for parents. 

To confuse parents even more, children with fluid in 
their middle ear can hear a whisper better than they can 
hear normal conversational speech. This is because a 
conductive loss affects the low frequencies of speech 
more than the high frequencies (whispers). And, then 
add in the fact that the fluid moves, causing a fluctuat- 
ing hearing loss. This can make parents believe that 
their child is not paying attention! 

Fortunately, most adults do not get ear infections or 
fluid in the middle ear because the Eustachian tube 
becomes slanted about the age of 7 or 8. This is when 
most children outgrow ear infections or fluid in the mid- 
dle ear. 

The Eustachian tube opens and closes when we yawn 
and swallow. It helps to equalize air pressure. That is 
why our ears “pop” when we are climbing a mountain, or 
descending in a plane. If someone has had a cold, and 
their ears beginning “popping” it usually means the con- 
gestion is clearing up. This is all good news! 

Best of all is to stay healthy and not get a cold in the 
first place.

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A true Wilmington institution

“My name is Mr. Kelley, 
and I am a stinker!” was 
how Frank Kelley would 
introduce himself to his stu- 
dents. Years later, none of 
them would agree with that. 

Francis P. Kelley, extraor- 
dinary math teacher, leg- 
endary track coach, “Good 
Guy” and “stinker” died on 
Friday at age 87. Known as 
a tough teacher, Mr. Kelley 
shaped the lives of thou- 
sands of students, telling 
them that his way was the 


only way. 
As a teacher and as a 
coach, Kelley always 


demanded students’ best 
efforts. He taught algebra 1 
& 2, geometry, calculus and 
frigonometry. He firmly 
believed that the worst thing 
he could do would be to give 
students an easy pass. But 
for a student who was giving 
a 100 percent effort, Kelley 
was always a strong sup- 
porter and a long-term 
friend. 

He came to Wilmington in 
1957, choosing WHS over 
North Andover because he 
would be teaching five class- 
es, ot four. A decade later, 
h g nearly resigned, when 
me bers of the school com- 

ittee wanted to cut his 
eaching load to three class- 
PS:He Served as head of the 

rath department for a few 


years, but stepped down to 
resume a full teaching load. 

€ had been recruited for 
the position by school com- 
mitteeman Dr. Dudley Buck, 
a fellow at the 
Massachusetts Institute of 


- Tecnology, where Kelley 


had worked as a mathemat- 
ical analyst. Dr. Buck’s 
influence helped build a 
stoning science and mathe- 
matics curriculum at 
Wilmington High School 
during the “space race” 
years in the early 1960s. 

cWilmington had no track 


program when Kelley came 
to town, so he organized 
one, eventually producing a 
state championship team. 
Known for his sense of 
humor, Kelley would. start 
each class with a joke, but 
then get down to business. 
He told his students they 
would have homework every 


night except four — four 
nights in the entire school 
year. 


A correct answer was not 
enough for Mr. Kelley’s stu- 
dents. They had to “show 
their work,” demonstrating 
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the calculations. Jon Meads 
quoted him as saying that if 
you did the work in your 
head, then you must hand in 
your head with the exam. 

Mr. Kelley retired in 1994, 
and then continued coach- 
ing track at Weston High 
School for thirteen more 
years. He then would return 
to the classroom, substitute 
teaching, always in math 
classes. 

He received many honors, 
and was named as the 
Wilmington Good Guy of 
1983. The track at

Wilmington High School is 
named for him. 

His biography was pub- 
lished five years ago. “Our 
Mr. Kelley” was written by 
former Town Crier sports 
editor Rick Cooke. The book 
reveals a side of Mr. Kelley 
that few students knew, that 
of a small boy with tubercu- 
losis who spent ten child- 
hood years at the Peabody 
Home for Crippled Children. 
A second edition of the book 
is nearing completion. 

Mr. Kelley maintained 
close touch with many of his

WILMINGTON -’When he 
was enshrined into the 
Wilmington High School 
Athletic Hall of Fame in 
1991, the opening sentence of 
his biography read “Frank 

P Kelley is the Father of 
“Wilmington High School 
peeeck.” Those words have 

ever been so true, and 
forever stay true in the 

Sékiire days as the town of 
Wilmington that Kelley 
Joved so much will always 
‘Trémember the long time 
*teacher/coach and most of 
* all dear friend. Kelley at the 
“age of 87, passed away on 
_ Friday. 

"he overview of his coach- 
ing career is extremely long 
and impressive and we'll 
probably barely scratch the 

surface of it in this article. 
Kelley started the WHS out- 
ddbr track program in the 
spring of 1958, before start- 
ing the cross-country pro- 
Isram that fall, before the 
ifa@oor track program was 
fytarted by the legend him- 
Self formally in 1968. Kelley 
Yeoached 36 years and over 83 
Seasons between the three 
‘Spbrts, won league and state 
titles and also had individu- 
als win class titles. 
“4 was inducted into both 
the WHS Athletic Hall of 
Fame and then the 
Wassachusetts State Track 
Coaches Association's Hall 
of Fame in 1990. For the past 
i5“years, there's been up to 
12"student-athletes across 
ii state who have received 
the “Frank Kelley Adversity 
Award”, while the MSTCA 
o¥ganizes the “Frank Kelley 
Iifvitational Cross-Country 
Meet” every fall. 

‘His wins as a coach were 
never counted or kept. He 
never, once for a single sec- 
ohd every cared about that. 
Ate ever cared about were 
the lives of the Wilmington 
High School kids. It didn't 
nfatter if they ran cross- 
céintry or track, played bas- 
ketball, played the drums in 
tlelband, were off smoking

“Ail I can say is that (Mr. 
Kéligy) cared about every- 
onesthe same,” said former 
cross-country captain Paul 
Maiella. “That is what I will 
always admire most. He 
walked the halls everyone 
September looking for kids 
to try running. It didn't mat- 
ters there background or 
what: type of athlete they 
wet¢i He was more than a 
great coach. His passion for 
his dkids was so obvious. 
Overi30 years later since my 
firstivcross-country practice 
in September of 1984 is a day 
I always think about. I ran to 
thesWildwood School and 
back with a pair of high-top 
basketball sneakers, shorts 
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and a polo shirt because I 
didn't have anything else. 

“T know he affected hun- 
dreds of students and I am 
no different. He lived an 
amazing life and will be 
deeply missed. The other 
thing that I was always 
amazed by was he never for- 
got a name. Even years later 
seeing him around town at 
the local races and half 
marathon. He always new 
your name and remembered 
everything. He remembered 
my injury my junior year 
and always talked about it 
when he saw me. Who does 
that? He was special as you 
know.” 


CROSS-COUNTRY 


Kelley started up the cross- 
country program in 1958 and 
served as the head coach 
until the mid 1990s, except 
missing one year with school 
administration duties. The 
program started out with 
just boys until girls joined up 
in the early 1970s, according 
to the WHS Hall of Fame 
program: In the first meet 
back in 1958, Wilmington 
faced Woburn in downpour 
rainy conditions and were 
defeated 15-50. But two years 
later, Kelley's work with the 
program was evident as 
Ronnie and Dixon Knight 
finished fourth and ninth in 
the State Class Meet. 

That progress continued 
through the 1970s as the 
team finished in second 
place in both the league and 
State Class C standings. The 
highlights during the 1980s 
decade included second 
place finishes in the league 
standings in both 1984 and 
1985, and then on the female 
side, the emergence of Hall 
of Fame Athletes Mary 
McNaughton and Andrea 
Hayden, who broke numer- 
ous records and were well 
known across the state for 
their excellence. In 1990, 
Kelley was named 

Kelley stayed on as coach 
of the cross-country pro- 
grams through the early 
1990s before Bob Cripps nd 
then Tom Bradley took over 
the reigns. 

“tT had the 'pleasure"'of 
driving Frank to and from 
practice for four to: five 
years,” recalled © Bradley. 
“For driving Frank, I 
received a terrific coach at a 
bargain price to work with 
throwers and anyone else 
that needed help. On days I 
felt like things were piling 
up on me, I just had to look 
at Frank at his age and with 
his impediments still make 
it to practice and work with 
the team and love every 
minute of it. I heard at least 
a one thousand stories of 
Frank and athletes at 
Wilmington through the 
years and wish I had ten 
percent of the dedication 
and stamina he had for 
Wilmington sports.” 


INDOOR TRACK 


The indoor track program 
wasn't formally accepted by 
the school committee until 
1968 but before that Kelley 
organized informal teams 
and those teams competed 
in informal meets.

Wilmington competed in the 
Northern Essex League 
before the Merrimack Valley 
Conference was formed. 
Among the coaching high- 
lights for Kelley came in 
1975 when he led the 
Wildcats to a Northern Area 
Championship Title, as well 
as the program's first Class 
Championship led behind 
athletes like Rick McCully, 
Tim Nee, Ian MacInnis, 
Doug Spring, Jim Busby, 
Robert Sferrazza, Tony 
Gravellese, Dana Roueche, 
Bob Reid, Don Capone, Steve 
Conville, Mark Blaisdell, 
Dave Cain, among many 
others. McCully and 
Sferrazza would later join 
Kelley into the WHS Hall of 
Fame. 

The 1986 boys squad also 
had a successful season 
behind Erie and Kevin 
Cripanuk. Then on _ the 
female side, 1983 team won 
the MVC Small School 
Championship title. 

“My father (Hugh) intro- 
duced me to Mr. Kelley when 
I was 14 (years old) and 
about to enter high school,” 
recalled another fellow WHS 
Hall of Fame Athlete Heidi 
Wiberg Hastings. “My dad 
and I were both excited 
about me joining the track 
team. I remember meeting 
(Mr; Kelley) and wasn't sure 
how I felt about his forebod- 
ing persona at first, but soon 
learned there was a jokester 
underneath. He recommend- 
ed I run cross-country to get 
in shape for the sprints I so 
desperately wanted to run. 
So after a grueling fall 
cross-country season, I 
approached him an anxious- 
ly asked when sign ups were 
for the girls Winter Track 
team. Much to my shock, he 
informed me that there was- 
n't a girls. Winter Track 
team, only a boys team! But 
after seeing the completely 
look of disappointment on 
my face and hearing how 
badly I wanted to run the 50- 
yard dash, he looked at me 
with that real serious look 
he often gave the kids, and 
said, ‘Well, Heidi, if you 
come to all the boy's prac- 
tices and do all the boy's 
workouts, I'll let you com- 
pete on the team.' And I did, 
and he kept his promise and

“IT competed in the 50 
despite a lot of strange looks 
from all the other boys. I 
always came in last, but my 
dad told me that's because 
the boys were so scared to 
lose to a girl that I made 
them run faster. I didn't care 
- I just loved sprinting more 
than anything, and I've 
always been grateful that 
Mr. Kelley gave me that 
chance.” 

Kelley was the coach from 
1968 and again through the 
mid 1990s before Cripps took 
over as the boys coach, 
while the girls program had 
a number of different coach- 
es over the years. A few 
years before he stepped 
down as coach, Kelley 
coached Jennifer Caira 
Bolanos in all three pro- 
grams, cross-country, and 
indoor and outdoor track. 
The strong relationship 
started before she graduated 
from WHS in 1992 and stood 
to present before his pass- 


ing. 

“Mr. Kelley had such a spe- 
cial way about him,” she 
said. “Playing a sport in 
high school was certainly 
nothing I ever considered, 
but he was able to convince 
me to give it'a try. It turned 
out to be one of the’ best 
decisions I made. I still 
enjoy going out for a run 
today. Mr. Kelley treated 
everyone on his team equal- 
ly. He worked to bring out 
the best in everyone. I dis- 
tinctly remember running 
the anchor leg in a winter 
track meet. People were 
leaving the field house and 
getting ready to board buses. 
Our team had been lapped 
and I was still running. Mr. 
Kelley stood and cheered for 
me as if I were winning the 
race. He was truly a special 
person who always had a 
story to share or a joke to 
tell. He left an indelible 
mark on Wilmington. It was 
a privilege to be a member 
of his track team.” 


OUTDOOR TRACK 


The spring teams is where 
Kelley really made a mark, 
in terms of team and indi- 
vidual success. The boys 
program started in the 
spring of 1958 with an open- 
ing meet against Bedford. 
Wilmington lost that meet 
but later that season beat 
the same Bedford team by 
over 30 points. Frank 
Monroe was the first elite 
athlete back then before Jon 
Fairfield became the pro- 
gram's first state and New 
England Champion in the 
early 1960s. 

Then in the mid 1970s, 
Wilmington Track went to 
another level. The Wildcats 
first stopped Andover's 
unbeaten streak of 93 wins 
during the .1974 season 
before going on to win the 
Class Championship Meet 
and finishing second at the 
All-State Meet to Brockton, 
losing by a single point. The 
Wildcats captured the Class 
Championship once again in 
1975. 

Later on, in 1986, Matty 
Phillips finished in the top 
ten nationally in the javelin, 
while that '86 team went on 
to win the MVC Small School 
Division title. 

On the female side, 
McNaughton, Hayden, 
Wiberg and Margaret 
Mooney were some of the 
elite runners to go through 
the program during the 


1980s and in the field events 
Janet O'Reilly set the school 
record in the javelin in 1978 
only to have her sister 
Deidre break it in 1982. Then 
in 1983 Cheryl Branscombe 
set the school record in the 
shot put and discus, winning 
the class meet in the district 
before the 1990s came when 
current Hall of Famer 
Jennifer Rago won multiple 
Class Titles in the javelin. 


KELLEY COACHED 
THEM ALL 


Certainly Kelley coached 
his share of champions - no 
doubt about it. But really he 
coached everyone. Sure 
coaches are supposed to 
coach “all of their student- 
athletes” but in track-and- 
field that's impossible but 
Kelley made sure he 
coached all of his athletes, 
as well as opposing athletes 
too. 

“In the 1980's I was head 
outdoor coach of _ the 
Tewksbury Boys Track and 
Field Team,” said Steve 
Levine. “We were at 
Wilmington in a spring dual 
meet. During the Javelin 
event, Mr. Kelley was stand- 
ing there observing the com- 
petition as head coach of 
Wilmington. My javelin 
thrower, who was ‘pretty 
good, was having a bad day. 
He fouled his first toss and 
threw way below his poten- 
tial on his second. I noticed 
after his second toss that Mr. 
Kelley had approached him 
and began talking to him. A 
few minutes later, our throw- 
er nailed his third toss and 
with that toss won the com- 
petition. After the event, I 
talked to our thrower to find 
out what the conversation 
was about. (The thrower) 
told me that the Wilmington 
Coach, who he really did not 
know, told him that he was- 
n't approaching the toss 
aggressively enough. (Mr 
Kelley) told me (the throw- 
er) that I had to be confident 
in my abilities and enjoy the 
competition. I asked the 
thrower if he thanked him 
after the competition and he 
said that the Wilmington 
Coach came over and con- 
gratulated him on the win 
and that is where I thanked 
him. 

“That is what Mr. Kelley 
was always all about. It did 
not have to be just his kids 
that he coached, but he was 
happy when ever he had the 
chance to help any student 
or student/athlete succeed. 
The words I CAN'T did not 
exist in Mr. Kelley's vocabu- 
lary, but that whether I 
failed or succeeded, it was- 
n't because I didn't try.” 

Before Levine retired as 
the longtime TMHS track- 
and-field coach, he told sev- 
eral stories about Kelley, 
saying that he had such a 
huge impact on Levine's 
coaching career. One day in 
the mid 1980s, Levine left a 
track meet and was driving 
home when he noticed 
Kelley was at the side of the 
road, his car was broken 
down. Levine recognized 
him and picked him up. On 
the way home, the two start- 
ed a conversation about 
coaching, and _ Levine 
uttered the words, ‘I’m try- 
ing to win” and Kelley inter- 
rupted and gave Levine a 
lesson he’!l never forget. 

“That car ride home that 
day -- it was in my first year 
coaching track in 1984 -- I'll 
never forget,” ~ recalled 
Levine. “I said to him ‘I'm

much as I can' and he imme- 
diately shot me down, What 
he basically said to menwas 
‘Steve you're going to learn 
that there's not a single kid 
out there who doesn't want 
to succeed.

ithis: would be Wilmington’s 
‘day as Frank Kelley’s spring 
d4rack team, sparked by 
isome big victories in some 
key events, toppled coach 
Dick= Collins’ vaunted 
Gdldén Warriors, 74-73 back 
intthe spring of 1974. The 
Wilmington Town Crier 
called the victory the ‘upset 
of’ the decade’ There were 
only: a handful of people in 
town who knew the real 
idenitity of this ‘reporter’ for 
the newspaper. It was 
Kelley, banging away on a 
poftable typewriter in a 
study: hall at Wilmington 
High School. He would walk 
down the hallway and hand 
his'¢6py to WHS industrial 
arts‘teacher Bob Dicey, who 
made? sure that the story 
appéared prominently in 
what was then a tiny section 
of fhe newspaper. Hugh 
Wiberg snapped all of the 
aétién-packed photographs, 
and tHe rest was Wilmington 
sek School track history. 
A‘! 45-year-old Kelley was 
catftied off the Andover 
High’ School track by 
Wildcats Dave Spring, Ed 
Adams and Keith Roueche. 
Assistant coach Bob 
Bocce can be seen to the 
the Kelley. 
cidppi’s Hae slick-slacks 
wéreCfhe style of the day. 
Kelley’s jump-for-joy (with a 
little help from his team) 
reaétién would be the style 
ofthat spring season. 

Fotirfeen boys would con- 
tribute to the upset that 
would “help the team com- 
pleté'a perfect 9-0 dual meet 
season: The Wildcats took a 
9-0 Tead into the long jump 
tha? “was swept by Dana 
Rotiéche, Doug Stewart and 
Pati Fitch. Tim Nee jumped 
5710” ‘in the high jump-his 
best! effort of that season. 
Stewart, a hall of famer and 
oné‘df the best athletes in 

WHS"history, scored a 43’3” 
in the triple jump- a school 
record! After six events the 
score’stood at 27-27. Kelley 
knew that it would come 
down to just how his collec- 
tion“6f: gold-standard track 
athlétes performed over the 
final events. 

“Sore kids on that team 
had“been with us for three 
or ‘four years and were 
excéptional athletes. They 
weré & good group, willing 
to work hard and we had 
good” versatility. And, I 
would © consider Doug 
Stewart to be of the top 
dozen athletes that I ever 
coached at the high school.” 

Wilmington was strong in 
the Sprints and the hurdles, 
with’ ‘Andover getting top 


performances in the dis- , 


taneé events. 

Junior Rick McCully would 
set a’school record with 15.0 
time’in ‘the 440 high hurdles, 
whilé ‘fellow junior Don 
Capone ‘surprised with a 15.7 
time‘and a third place finish 
in the’ ‘same event. Kelley 
would' jater call Capone’s 
effort one of the keys to the 
vietory. “If Andover gets 
those * two third places, 
Andover wins the meet,” 
recalls ‘Kelley. “Don’s third 
place’ wwas very big for us. 
The kids had given him the 
nickname ‘snowshoes’- I 


guess they thought that he 


had big feet.” Those big feet 
would help Capone to go 
down as very big name in 
Wilmington High School 
track history. 

Bruce Bishop, according to 
his coach, ran a ‘very 
respectable’ 10.5 in the 100 
yard dash, while Ian 
MacIniss broke the school 
record with a 4:37 in the 
mile, although he finished 
third and was not able to 
overcome the effort put 
forth by Andover’s Greg 
Brown, over the final 300 
yards of that race. At this 
point in the event, there was 
a mistake that could have 
cost Wilmington the meet. 
‘Reporter’ Kelley sent this 
copy to the Town Crier. 

“A missed hand-off-in the 
880 relay resulted in a dis- 
qualification, as the baton 
exchange was completed 
beyond the legal exchange 
zone.” 

What Kelley doesn’t men- 
tion in his story, was that 
freshman Gordie Fitch was 
running that day with his 
broken right arm in a cast. 
Bruce Bishop tried a hand- 
off that clanged off Fitch’s 
cast, and the baton fell- but 
not the Wildcats hope of an 
upset. Fitch was feeling 
badly after the event, telling 
his teammates that he had 
blown any chance of a 
Wilmington victory. “I told 
him not to worry, that we 
would get those points back 
somehow,” remembers 
Kelley. Kelley was in the 
coaching moment, later he 
would bang-out those final 
two paragraphs for the 
newspaper. 

“Now it was Wilmington’s 
turn to go to its’ strength. 
Doug Stewart became the 
second fastest 220 man in 
the school’s history- second 
only to Mike Esposito, as he 
flew the furlong in 22.4. Paul 
Fitch was overhauled by 
George Stedman 50 yards 
from the tape, but still took 
third place. Again it was 
Andover’s turn. Doug 
Stewart and Dave Pratt bat- 
tled tooth-and-nail for the 
first mile (sub 4:55) in the 
grueling two-mile before 
Pratt’s strength earned a 20 
yard victory. Mark 
Blaisdell’s tactics paid off 
with a personal best 10:53.4 
and third place. Andover 71 
Wilmington 69.” 

“The mile relay- every- 
thing was on the line. 
Ninety-three victories and 11 
years were pitted against 
Wildcat tenacity. Andover 
miler Greg Brown took the 
lead and held on for 380 
yards. Tim Nee’s late charge 
passed Brown and presented 
number two man Greg 
Spring with a three yard 
lead. Dave extended the 
margin to 10 yards, making 
a solid pass to Dana 
Roueche to send him away 
winging.” 

Kelley and Andover’s 
Collins stood arm-and-arm 
watching that final relay. 
Kelley remembered that 
Collin’s Golden Warriors 
just six seasons earlier 
handed the Wildcats a 109-5 
shellacking. Realizing that 
his team would clinch a vic- 
tory after that final event, 
Kelley was into the moment- 
with reservations, as he 
team lifted him skyward and 
carried him off the Andover 
High School track. 

“I probably said to the 
team- ‘put me down- put me 
down!’- but I _ probably 
weighed a lot less back 
then,” says Kelley. It was 


Wilmington High School 
team with a lovely parting 
gift that afternoon in 
Andover. 

“Dick immediately said to 
me that he would like to 
come on the team bus if I 
didn’t mind. After all of the 
kids had piled on the bus, I 
said- Mr. Collins’ teams 
have won 93 meets in a row 
and he has something that 
he would like to say to you. 
Then a voice came from the 
back of the bus. ‘Not any- 
more. Dick just smiled and 
the kids gave him a three- 
minute standing ovation.” 

The Andover coach then 
waited for the cheering to 
stop and said- “I knew that 
we were going to have to 
lose sometime, and I was 
hoping that it would be to a 
good team-and you are a 
very. good team.” 

Kelley really cut his coach- 
ing teeth with his track 
teams from 1972-75, culmi- 
nating with that upset of 
Andover and a performance 


for the ages in _ the 
Merrimack Valley 
Conference Track 


Championship run in the 
spring of 1974. It was in that 
season that Kelley arguably 
had his best collection of 
athletes, and one of the lead- 
ers of that talented bunch of 
Wildcats was McCully. It 
was Kelley’s response to a 
potential event-altering 
decision that will stick with 
the talented McCully for the 
rest of his life. 

“T remember my freshman 
year (1972) on the spring 
track team, and how far 
behind we were after the 
field events against Andover 
High School. They swept the 
points in several events-and 
we always forfeited in the 
javelin, because Mr. Kelley 
had seen someone get hit 
with one in a meet, and he 
didn’t think that it was 
worth taking the risk with 
that particular event. But, 
by the spring of 1974, he 
knew that we couldn’t afford 
to give away any points if we 
were going to compete with 
the good teams. Gone were 
the days of being crushed 
before we even got started. 
Finally, David was able to 
defeat Goliath-and Andover- 
even if it was only by one 
point. And, that one point 
came when we won the final 
event-the 4x440 relay.” 

It was that season that 
Kelley would be carried off 
the track by his upstart 
Wildcats. The photo in the 
Wilmington Town Crier 
became an instant classic- a 
timeless snapshot for the 
ages. Kelley was smiling and 
riding his way into 
Wilmington High School his- 
tory. 

Wilmington had won a title 
the only way that Kelley 
knew how. He would do what 
he thought was best for his 
young student athletes-even 
if it meant defeat and a shot 
at the top had been wasted. 
There could be no other way. 
If McCully and his team- 
mates didn’t realize just 
how life-altering some of 
Kelley’s coaching decisions 
were then-they most 
assuredly know how impor- 
tant they all were now. 
Kelley never thought twice. 
The physical condition and 
the psyche of his team would 
always come before any pos- 
sibility of defeat. And, some- 
times Kelley knew that there 
was only so much any young 
person could learn from 


defeat. 

Do it the right way, and 
you would feel so much bet- 
ter afterwards- even if you 
suffered that season-ending 
setback. McCully, after 
many years of thought, 
knows that his coach made 
the right call at a time when 
it would have been so much 
easier to go the other way 
and throw all caution to the 
wind in search of a ‘W’. 

“At the end of that 1974 sea- 
son; we competed in the 
Class D Championship 
Meet, which we all knew 
that we had a pretty good 
shot at winning. When Mr. 
Kelley went to the seeding 
meeting, he found out that 
we were being moved up to 
Class C because we were one 
student over the cutoff limit 
(490 students were allowed 
in grades 9-12, and WHS had 
moved up to 491). We were 
able to win the Class C 
Championships that year, 
largely on the strength of 
winning both the 4x220 and 
4x440 relays-an unusual 
achievement because most 
schools didn’t have the 
depth to field two good relay 
teams.” 

“At the seeding meeting for 
the All-State State 
Championship Meet the fol- 
lowing “week; Mr. Kelley 
again entered both relay 
teams-this time in the 
biggest meet of the year. 
Other coaches advised him 
against it, suggesting that 
we might be able to win one 
of the races if we loaded up 
in that event. Mr. Kelley 
never considered doing that 
because it would mean that 
four of our runners that had 
been such an important part 
of getting us to that point 
would not be able to run in 
the meet. That’s Mr. Kelley. 
He never put winning ahead 
of doing what he thought 
was right. As it turned out, 
we saw Brockton High 
School win that meet, and at 
the time there were many 
people that thought we had 
no shot at competing in a 
meet with the sixth largest 
high school in the country.” 

Kelley not only surprised 
everyone by leading his 
team to a tight battle with a 
perennial track powerhouse, 
he made his mark with so 
many coaches, all of whom 
might have been second- 
guessing themselves for 
past decisions made for the 
sole purpose of moving up a 
couple of places in the track 
pecking order. Kelley went 
the in the other direction- 
and still came close to scor- 
ing another major upset. 

“Our 4x440 relay team fin- 
ished with the same time as 
Peabody High School in that 
final,” remembers McCully. 
“We were nosed out in a 
photo finish and settled for 
second place. Meanwhile, 
Brockton had a series of 
injuries to several of its’ 
runners. With one event-the 
4x440 relay-left in the meet, 
Dracut coach Dave Stecchi 
said to me-‘you know, if you 
guys win the relay, you will 
win this meet’ I thought 
that was impossible- 
Brockton must be way 
ahead by now. But Stecchi 
was right. Our guys ran 
great, but lost the race to 
Reading by two-tenths of a 
second. We finished second 
to Brockton in that meet by 
one point. If Mr.Kelley 
hadn’t run both relay teams, 
we would never have gotten 
that shot at winning the 
State Meet. That was Mr. 


Kelley-teaching us a life les- 
son, not about winning, but 
about doing what’s right- 
even when we were too 
young to realize it.” 

Yet, that decision almost 
paid off in a very big way. 
Everyone participated- and 
everyone almost made histo- 
ry together. Even when the 
Wildcats were struggling 
against the big boys year 
after year, Kelley was 
always upbeat as long as he 
knew that every athlete was 
out there trying to better 
individual performance 
marks. 

Because Kelley knew that 


a lot of winning had to do — 


with attitude based not on 
some score-but on doing 
your best. That year, the 
best of many individuals 
just happened to be at a 
championship level. And, 
Kelley was right there-doing 
it the right way. Finally, he 
would have that classic 
coach-being-carried-off-the- 
field snapshot to add to an 
ever-growing collection of 
memories. 

The Class C Champions 
went on to that All-State 
Meet at UMass-Amherst, 
where they dropped that 
tough-to-take 18-17 decision 
to ‘the: big» boys from 
Brockton. To this day, Kelley 
regrets a decision that at the 
time he thought was based 
on some rather logical prog- 
nostication. 

“The more I look at it, the 
more I think that I lost the 
meet. We could have won. If 
I had any brains I would 
have put Doug Stewart in 
the triple jump. I put him in 
the long jump and he got a 
third. Doug was an excellent 
triple jumper, and at one of 
our earlier meets that sea- 
son, I talked to the 
Lunenberg coach, who was a 
former triple jumper in the 
Olympics, and I asked him 
to look at Dougie. Doug was 
jumping 42’ and 43’, which is 
pretty good, and this coach 
looked at him, and said that 
his hop was too high, that it 
takes everything out of his 
legs. I corrected that with 
Doug, but that year was the 
first year that they had the 
triple jump in the All-States. 
If I had put Doug in that 
triple jump we might have 
won. That was a second 
guess. I second guess 
myself. I do that a lot.” 

The price he would have to 
pay for helping an athlete to 
a personal best was again to 
review just how a particular 
athlete got to the highest 
level of competition. What 
would make that youngster 
better? In this case, Coach 
Kelley was more than will- 
ing to admit that he made a 
mistake. There would be 
some tough luck involved in 
this All-State Meet. An 
injury caused by a ‘fun’ tra- 
dition helped Kelley to 
rethink yet again, learning 
that even some fun can lead 
to an unfortunate result. 

Bob Reid, the team’s solid 
shot-putter, finished seventh 
thanks largely to a pulled 
hamstring he suffered earli- 
er in the week, running in 
something called ‘the weight 
man relays. In some meets, 
the ‘heavy guys’- like shot 
putters and discus runners 
would team up to run relay 
races against the opponent. 
A non-scoring event that 
was designed to placate any 
desire that a large man 
might have that he could 
roar down the lane in a 50- 
yard-dash. “Well, Bob pulled 


a hamstring doing this. I 
have never run a ‘weight- 
man’s relay since, offered 
Kelley. “I’m sure that he 
could have finished fifth if 
not for that injury.”- .So 
much for ‘a little fun’ for the 
kids. 

Brockton won the javelin, 
shot put and the high jump 
to put away the meet. . “I 
remember a fellow from a 
newspaper asking me- ‘are 
you going to do it? - are you 
going to win the whole 
thing?’ I said- are you kid- 
ding me? I didn’t think that 
we had a prayer in that 
meet.” 

Doug Stewart, Reid and 
Bishop all had graduated by 
1975, but Kelley still had that 
nucleus around to help pro- 
pel the Wildcats to another 
excellent season. That year 
the team rolled to an 8-1 
record, losing only ‘to 
Andover, 73-72 in dual meet 
competition. There would be 
another memorable moment 
that Kelley figures cost the 
Wildcats a second victory 
over the Golden Warriors. 

“McCully was running the 
120 yard low hurdles, and he 
hit the first hurdle. He hit it 
so hard that it flew up in the 
air and hit Gerry Stabile 
from Andover in the lane 
next to him. He finished sec- 
ond. Everything doesn’t 
always go right in a track 
meet, since there are so 
many different things. going 
on. McCully was still leading 
going into the third hurdle, 
in spite of it all. It threw his 
timing off.” Wilmington did 
manage to win the Class C 
Meet again, so Kelley was 
more than satisfied. 
McCully’s high school track 
career reached a high point 
in this meet when he ran,a 
record 19 seconds flat in the 
180 yard low hurdles. 

It wasn’t until 1986 that a 
Kelley spring track team 
came -close to matching 
those seasons of 1974-75. The 
1986 team had some fine ath- 
letes that included Frank 
Dinsmore and Chris 
Athanasia along with Eric 
and Kevin Cripanuk. 

“Victory is always more 
pleasant than defeat, but 1 
still remember things thatI 
did 14, 24, 34 years ago that 
could have helped us to get a 
win. But, then again, I prob- 
ably won some meets that I 
probably had no business 
winning.” McCully remem- 
bers that his WHS teams 
had left behind a _ history- 
making victory in 1974. 
These Wildcats had indeed 
taken care of business. 

“Those Andover teams of 
the early, 1970’s had beaten 
us so badly (in 1972 and 
1973) that it was hard to 
imagine that we actually 
had a shot at beating them 
in 1974. It really took a great 
effort from all of our guys to 
keep the score close. We 
were behind by that one 
point entering that last 
event, but our mile relay 
team won the race and 
clinched the meet. Carrying 
Mr. Kelley off that field was 
a special moment for us and 
for him. He truly deserved 
it 

“Often I don’t expect any- 


thing- then I’m pleased 
when it happens,” says 
Kelley.

Francis Kelley: teacher, coach and ‘stinkei

‘The feeling of the team for 
its coach was demonstrated 


at Wilmington’s victory over 
Andover in 1974, an event 
long awaited. When that vic- 
tory finally arrived and it 
was time to hoist someone in 
the air, it was Kelley who got 
the ride. 

Kelley’s methods of 
recruitment for the track 
team are sometimes 
unorthodox, but always suc- 
cessful. For a long time, 
there was a cutout figure in 
a track uniform in the back 
of the classroom with a sign, 
asking, “Want to pass 
math?” At other times, 
Kelley has taken to wearing 
a sandwich signboard in the 
cafeteria, looking for run- 
ners for his team. 

He shares his track duties 
with an assistant, coach, 
Bob Cripps, for whom Kelley 
has nothing but praise. 
Cripps handle equipment 
and timekeeping for the 
team and is most generous 
with his time. 

There were three years in 
the mid-sixties when Kelley 
gave up coaching track, at 
the urging of the adminis- 
tration. He had been teach- 
ing his full load of five class- 
es, plus handling the duties 
of head of the math depart- 
ment and serving as an 
advisor to the math league. 
All this was in addition to 
coaching track. 

He nearly left Wilmington 
because of the demand that 
he teach fewer classes. 
Other department heads 
only taught three, and there 
were members of the school 
committee who felt that 
Kelley should only each 
three. 

Kelley disagreed. His pri- 
mary job was to teach, and 
if he couldn’t teach five 
classes, he would resign. 

Meanwhile, in his tenure as 
head of the math depart- 
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ment, he was also asked to 
temporarily share e-princi- 
pal. 

Finally, an agreement was 
worked out under which he 
gave up being head of the 
math department. He now 
teaches five classes and 
coaches track. 

One other threatened res- 
ignation was caused by the 
public address system, with 
which Kelley waged.war for 
years. The speaker has been 
silent in Room 103 for two 
years now, but when it was 
working, it was a constant 
source of annoyance for 
Kelley. 

The now non-functioning 
box still bears an eraser 
mark on its face, a yellow- 
chalk sear from its war with 
Kelley. Its constant interrup- 
tions of his math problems 
resulted in flying erasers 
and other objects. When one 
such flying object knocked 
the speaker off the wall, 
there was silence, both from 
the speaker and from the 
class. Then there was a gig- 
gle, and then a roar of 
laughter when the students 
realized what had happened. 

Kelley was not one to put 
all his reliance in one 
weapon, though. Another 
time, he hit the speaker with 
a stick, catching it before it 
hit the floor. His reputation 
soon spread, and one 
teacher asked, “Will you 
come down and break mine 
for me?” And when vandals 
demolished the control 
board for the speaker sys- 
tem, Principal Bernard 
McMahon, keeping a poker 
face, sternly asked Kelley, 
“You know anything about 
this?” 

In the classroom, Kelley is 
a master. One former stu- 
dent describes him as 
“exceptionally fair but very 


demanding.” 

A student was once over- 
heard saying, “Miss X 
flunks everyone and they 
hate her. Miss Y flunks 
everyone and they hate her, 
too. Mr. Kelley flunks every- 
one and they love him.” 

“You can have a heck of a 
lot of fun with the kids, and 
still get a lot out of them,” 
said Kelley. And he does. 

With math, there is a slight 
amount of room for innova- 
tion, but the basic concepts 
never change. When Kelley 
finds a student trying to 
innovate, he attaches a 
ready-made comment to the 
paper in the form of a stick- 
er, reading, “Be reasonable. 
Do it my way.” 

In class, when there is a 
disagreement as to how to 
work out a problem, Kelley 
will bet cupcakes before 
working out the solution. 

The Kelley temper that 
feuded with the loudspeaker 
system also has a wry 
humorous aspect to it. His 
classroom is next to the 
cafeteria, which presents 
problems at lunchtime. Says 
Kelley, “I like it here. I can 
go out and yell at the kids 
making too much noise at 
lunch.” 

Kelley’s humor was a tra- 
dition. Often his class would 
begin with a joke that can 
only be described as a 
Kelley joke. 

He had previously taught 


‘in Saco, Maine. He had no 


ear, and couldn’t go for 
interviews. The North 
Andover superintendent and 
high school principal drove 
to Maine to interview him, 
but they only wanted him to 
teach four courses. 
Wilmington was looking for 
someone to teach five cours- 
es, and that was that. 

When he arrived at 


Wilmington on the train, the 
conductor saw him getting 
off the train with his suit- 
ease and asked, “Are you 
sure you want to get off 
here?” During his first year 
teaching in Wilmington, 
Kelley lived with the 
Higginbotham family on 
Adams Street. 
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The first day Kelley ta 
in Wilmington was als 
day he went for his driver's’ 
license. He recalled that’ he: 
had no way of getting 16°

Frank Kelley - “I’m a stinker” Part I

This story appeared in the 
Town Crier in the January 5, 
1994 edition. 

The words of Wilmington 
High School mathematics 
teacher and track coach 
Frank Kelley are no 
strangers to the pages of the 
Town Crier. During his week 
at WHS, in September 1957, 
Town Crier publisher Larz 
Neilson, whose oldest son 
had Mr. Kelley as a math 
teacher, included a_para- 
graph in the newspaper, 
pulling a classroom quote 
and using it for the headline: 
I’m a Stinker. 

Kelley is the first to admit 
he’s a tough teacher; but in 
3%. years of educating 
Wilmington’s young men 
and women, he has earned 
almost universal respect 
and admiration. More diffi- 
cult than one of Mr. Kelley’s 
calculus courses is finding a 
former or current student to 
issue a negative statement 
about the man. 

¥or the last three years at 
WHS, Kelley, who will retire 
from teaching (he may still 
ceach the track teams) at 
the end of this school year, 
has concentrated on teach- 
ing four freshman classes - 
Algebra I and Fundamentals 
of Algebra and teaching 
Calculus to “the strongest 
math students,” primarily 
seniors.

Frank Kelley says he once 
began each of his classes 
with either a joke or a story, 
but now “the periods are too 
short.” He still spins many a 
yarn, although now he rele- 
gate his anecdotes to educa- 
tional devices used when 
teaching students anything 
from differential equations 
tg throwing shot put. 

However, during his third 
year at Wilmington High 
School, (1959) his students 
turned the tables on the 
teacher. Mr. Kelley walked 
into his Algebra II class 
after the lunch period and 


saw the number “763” 
scrawled on the blackboard. 
Resisting the bait, he 
ignored for two days. On the 
third day he bit, asking the 
class finally, “What’s that 
number?” 

“What number?” the class 
replied innocently. 

“763.” The class roared 
with laughter. 

The class played with the 
joke set during a convention 
of toastmasters where, in 
turn, members would stand 
and recite a number to wild 
laughter. When the “new 
guy,” on the advice of a vet- 
eran member calls out “763,” 
the place is silent. 

“No, no, it’s a funny joke,” 
the old member reassures 
his new friend, “you just did- 
n’t tell it right.”The joke and 
his students’ manipulation 
thereof are vintage Frank 
Kelley - a man whom by his 
own admission like to talk. 
He has taught school for 45 
years, including four years 
at Gates of Heaven 
parochial school in South 
Boston and _ Thornton 
Academy in Sacco, Maine. 
In addition to his 37 years at 
WHS, he has enough materi- 
al to fill a book. 


Devine intervention, 

inspiration 

“I knew I wanted to be a 
teacher since my junior year 
in high school,” says Kelley. 
At the time he decided he 
wanted to be a high school 
math teacher and also set 
his sights on coaching high 
school athletics. 

Kelley forged his teaching 
aspirations from _ Sister 
Annata, “a real fantastic 
math teacher” at St. 
Charles, a small parochial 
school in Boston. Annata, 
who is still active in the 
Archdiocese of Boston, not 
only inspired Frank Kelley, 
but instilled important 
ideals in the young Frank - 
ideals that would flourish as 
he undertook his chosen pro- 
fession. 

“J probably have the most 


important job in the world,” 
he states proudly.”[A stu- 
dent’s] future depends on 
how well I teach [her or 
him]. I don’t want it on my 
conscience that haven’t pre- 
pared your son or daughter 
for college. 

As for his own preparation, 
Kelley earned a degree in 
mathematics from Boston 
college. But that represented 
only half his goal. He also 
wanted to coach young men 
and women. 

Kelley, who while studying 
at B.C. returned to St. 
Charles to coach basketball 
for two seasons, then 
coached basketball and 
track at Thornton before 
founding and coaching cross 
country and track and field 
at Wilmington in 1958 and 
coaching both sports for the 
past 36 years. Kelley dis- 
proves the notion that a 
coach has to be a former 
star athlete to lead a team. 
He never was more that a 
manager of his high school’s 
football and _ basketball 
squads. 

Kelley spent nine and a 
half years, from the age of 
two and a half until he was 
12 confined to a hospital bed. 
He still laughs today when 
he hears students complain 
about there being “nothing 
to do in Wilmington.” 

Funnier than that to Kelley 
is the former student who 
complained about being hos- 
pitalized for three days in a 
room with only two televi- 
sion channels, since televi- 
sion had not yet been invent- 
ed when Kelley was hospital- 
ized. He had tuberculoses, 
which eventually settled in 
his hip, making it virtually 
impossible for him to use his 
legs for sports. Despite that 
and a slight build (he gradu- 
ated high school at 105 
pounds) Kelley fulfilled his 
career goals. 

Today, when he sees a stu- 
dent who wants to quit, 
whether it be academics or 
athletics, he reminds them 
of his plight as a youngster, 
spreading his own inspira-

tion in his own way through 
groups of youngsters: “If I’d 
quit, I’d still be in the hospi- 
tal.” 

One such student, down on 
his abilities as a track ath- 
lete, decided he was going to 
quit. “Keep tying, you'll 
improve,” Kelley told him. 
“It think you have talent ... 
go home and think it over.” 

The next day the kid was 
back: “I think I’ll stay Mr. 
Kelley,” he said. “I like your 
stories.” 


Coming to Wilmington 

In 1957, following a faculty- 
wide salary dispute and his 
being fired as basketball 
coach, Frank Kelley - who 
still did not have a driver’s 
license - boarded a train in 
Sacco, Maine and headed 
for Boston. After a subway 
trip to Sullivan Square, he 
hoped on a bus bound for 
Wilmington, Massachusetts, 
where he had a job inter- 
view. He got off at Mel’s in 
Wilmington square and 
walked the rest of the way to 
the Roman House, where he 
met with then 
Superintendent of Schools, 
Mr. John Collins. 

After a half-hour interview 
Kelley asked Collins, “do you 
mind if I interview you? I 
want to see if you’re the kind 
of person I want to teach 
for.” 

Satisfied he would be left to 
teach unimpeded by admin- 
istrators, he had only one 
demand - around $100 more 
that the school department 
was offering. He got the job, 
and that was the last time he 
ever questioned his salary. 

After boarding in town for 
his first year as a 
Wilmington teacher, Kelley 
commuted from Waltham 
for the next 19 years. He got 
his driver’s license his first 
day on the job. Then, in 1977, 
he moved to Wilmington, 
where he has lived ever 
since. 

“I dont think anything 
could have happened better 
in my life than coming to 


Wilmington. The people in 
this community have been 
fantastic to me.” 


The “Mysterious” 
Kelley Method 


For his second marking 
period as a teacher in the 
Wilmington School System, 
Mr. Kelley flunked 55 out of 
120 students. True to the 
administration’s words in 
hiring him, no one com- 
plained. Parents were a dif- 
ferent story. 

During an open house at 
WHS that first year for 
Kelley, a parent approached 
him and said, “I’m Mrs. So- 
and-So and I don’t like my 
son’s mark.” Kelley turned 
around and said, “Mrs. So- 
and-So neither do I.” 

“What can we do about it?” 
the concerned parent asked. 

“We can’t do anything 
about it until your son is 
more interested in learning 
that just being one of the 
boys,” he told her. In his sec- 
ond year at WHS, Frank 
Kelley’s students, thanks to 
word of mouth, worked a lot 
harder. 

This is an indication of 
what Kelley has always 
demanded of his students. It 
does not, however, explain 
the “Kelley Method.” 

“What’s so different?” 
Kelley asks rhetorically of 
the way some criticize his 
algebra teaching. “I don’t 
think anything is.” 

The “Kelley Method” sim- 
ply involves the laying down 
of groundwork through defi- 
nitions and _ properties. 
“Everything I teach is 
reflected back on,” he says 
of his “structured” ways, 
although he admits he is a 
bit of an “iconoclast.” 

“Socrates had his own 
method,” he _ explained 
wryly, but I don’t walk 
around when I do it. There’s 
nothing mysterious about 
it.”

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Before researching his 
eventual route to 
Wilmington, Kelley had a 
couple of experiences that 
he says shaped his teaching 
and coaching style. 

In the winter of 1949, while 
a junior at Boston College, 
Kelley played 31 boys in a 
junior varsity basketball 
game at Saint Charles. The 
parents back in that day 
must have loved Kelley’s 
coaching style. There were 
85 boys in grades 10, 11 and 
12 at Saint Charles - 43 
played on the junior varsity 
and varsity teams. Kelley’s 
style had been shaped and 
jump-started. Everybody 
played. Everybody learned. 

He earned his first teach- 
ing job when someone 
walked into a classroom and 
changed his life forever. 

"I was going to graduate 
school at Boston College 
(1952) and I was student 
teaching, and one day I was 
tutoring a kid at BC and the 
door opened and another 
teacher said: ‘They need 
someone in South Boston 
who can teach mathematics 
and French." 

Kelley went on to teach 
geometry, algebra and 
French at the Gates of 
Heaven High School. 

"I taught six different 
classes and I got five bucks 
a day," he remembers. 

He gave every youngster 
an opportunity and earned 
his teaching stripes while 
working for practically 
nothing. The love of the 
teaching game had really 
bitten Frank Kelley. Now, he 
was headed for Wilmington, 
but not before he dug deep 
and asked some questions. 
This was, after-all, what he 
intended to do for the rest of 
his life. 


A Sunday in 1957 


Kelley looked into various 
towns in deciding where he 
wanted to teach, and per- 
haps coach. He wrote to ten 
schools and got four job 
offers. One of them was 
Wilmington. 

"I was interviewed on a 
Sunday afternoon in May of 
1957 by Superintendent of 
Schools John Collins, and 
when he was finished, I 
said, OK, now I’m going to 
interview you. I want to see 
if you’re the kind of person 
that I want to teach for. 
Then I interviewed him for 
about an hour. I told him 
that I would only take the 
job if he would allow me to 
teach my way." 

It proved to be a wise deci- 
sion by Supt. Collins and the 
Wilmington school system. 

He started at $4,300.00 in 
1957, but there was still 
some debate about the pay, 
and Kelley, as always, was 
ready for the debate. 

"Mr. Collins told me that 
the salary was above the 
scale for someone with only 
four years of teaching expe- 
rience, and I told him that I 
wouldn’t come for anything 
less." 

The Superintendent need- 
ed a little convincing, and 
he got it from a good source, 
School Committeeman 
Dudley Buck. Kelley had 
worked at MIT, where he 
helped with programming. 

"Engineers would feed me 
statistics and programs and 
I would convert it into 
punch-paper tape. This was 
the prototype for numerical 
control for one of the first 
computers.,” said Kelley. 

Buck’s eyes didn’t glaze 
over with all this data, he 
just knew that Kelley was 
the right man _ for 
Wilmington. 

"Dudley Buck told the 
superintendent that this 
guy’s worked at MIT for 
almost two years, give him 
what he wants," remembers 
Kelley. 

The rest, as they say, is 
history. 

Wilmington student-ath- 
letes would never be the 
same. They would learn 
both in the classroom and 
on the field. The Frank 
Kelley Way. And he has the 
honors and success stories 
that prove that his system 
works. 


Much ado about 


There are those locally, 
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who might say, enough 
already - there’s been a lot 
written about Kelley, and 
that he has earned more 
than his share of praise. 
They would be in the minor- 
ity, and according to most, 
they would be wrong. The 
honors are numerous, the 
stories are out there as the 
legend has grown, but what 
means most to Kelley is the 
success stories of the many 
students (and not just the 
athletes) that have passed 
through the hallways of 
Wilmington High School. 

Let’s get the honors out of 
the way. They are there for 
everyone to marvel at, for 
Kelley has earned every one 
of them. Wilmington High 
School Hall of Fame, 
Wilmington Good Guy 
Award, Massachusetts State 
Track Coaches Hall of 
Fame, and last, but surely 
not least, the dedication of 
the high school track in his 
name on May 18, 2006. 

Then there is one of the 
most remembered stories. 
The late publisher and 
founder of the Town Crier, 
Captain Larz Neilson, fired 
the first shot across the bow 
and helped create the Kelley 
legend with his ‘I Am a 
Stinker’ story on September 
12, 1957. 

"I wanted the kids to do 
their homework and I gave 
it to them every night. 
That’s where the ‘I Am a 
Stinker’ ‘came from," 
remembers Kelley. "Years 
later, young Larz (former 
Town Crier Editor Larz F. 
Neilson) wrote another arti- 
cle about me and used it 
again." 

The reputation had been 
established by now. Kids 
were talking about what a 
tough teacher Kelley was. 
But, he was a funny guy, 
especially after school when 
he took to the track. You 
learned and he made you 
laugh. Quite the combina- 
tion. When you were in his 
classroom, you worked. 

"I hope that all of my stu- 
dents work hard. Just about 
all of the kids that I’ve had 
worked hard,” he said. A 
solid work ethic matters to 
Kelley, and of course, he has 
the stories to back it up. The 
awards are fine, but the stu- 
dents are what matters the 
most. 

"I have some (awards) 
here and there in the house, 
and it’s nice," says Kelley, 
before launching into sever- 
al stories that have the lis- 
tener laughing and mar- 
veling at the man. "I had a 
free period one day and I 
walked into the office and 
there was this grumpy look- 
ing kid sitting there is a 
black leather jacket. He’d 
been thrown out of about 
four classes that day. I 
looked at the kid and said: 
‘why don’t you come out for 
the cross country team?’ 
and the next day the kid is 
out there running. 

“A couple of years later, 
the kid was a senior and he 
came to me and said: ‘ you 
know, Mr. Kelley, I thought 
that when I turned 16 that I 
was quitting school - now 
I’m going to college next 
year. I want to tell you that 
running track is what did it 
for me. I got into track and 
it gave me something to 
work for." 

For every success story, 
there is a tale of Kelley’s 
unwillingness to give up on 
anyone, no matter what that 
youngster’s particular 
‘track’ record. A depart- 
ment head wanted to take a 
student out of a Kelley math 
class after the youngster 
had scored a 60 on an exam. 

"He said that he thought 
that the kid would do better 
under different circum- 
stances," recalls Kelley. "I 
told him that the kid would 
not be getting out of my 
class, that he was going to 
work hard and would learn - 
and he’s going to do well." 

Many of the teachers in a 
Pupil Student Team that 
was gathered together to 
discuss this situation dis- 
agreed with Kelley, but he 
didn’t budge, and Barbara 
Mette (the student hap- 
pened to be in the WHS 
band) got up and let every- 
one in the room know that 
WHS students should all 
have the chance to study

"The next term, the kid got 
an 80, he did well, and he 
graduated. He’s now teach- 
ing music. I think of that 
story a lot," says Kelley. 

That story means much 
more than any award hang- 
ing around Frank Kelley’s 
house. 


Frank Kelley's ‘family’ 

Kelley never married, and 
doesn’t regret not having a 
family, because he has a big 
one all around Wilmington. 
He tells a story about a 1971 
calculus class. 

"A kid stood up and asked 
me what I would do in a cer- 
tain case with my children. I 
told the class that day that I 
didn’t have any children. 
That’s when Rick Smalledge 
(a WHS track standout) told 
the class: ‘we are your fam- 
ily Mr. Kelley. I’ve always 
remembered that. Ever 
since then I’ve referred to 
my Wilmington family - the 
kids and the faculty that 
I’ve worked with over the 
years. You might say that 
encompasses the entire 
community, which has been 
very good to me.” 

Just because Kelley likes 
to tell a story (actually, hun- 
dreds of stories), doesn’t 
mean that there isn’t a hum- 
ble bone in his body. 

"All of this is much more 
than I deserve, truthfully. I 
guess you do make some 
enemies, and I probably did. 
Sometimes I’ve failed I kid 
when he or she didn’t 
deserve to pass, but most 
often they have come to me 
afterwards and said: ‘Mr. 
Kelley, it wasn’t your fault. I 
just didn’t work hard 
enough." 

Kelley says that he’s only 
flunked a handful of stu- 
dent-athletes off his track 
teams over the years. 

"I had this one kid that I 
flunked off my teams three 
times. He told me that he 
worked hard at running, but 
he didn’t work hard in 
school, and he realized 
that." 

Self-examination goes 
hand in hand with motiva- 
tion in Frank Kelley’s world. 


Nothing much slows 
this ‘stinker’ down 
After leaving full-time 
coaching and teaching sta- 
tus in Wilmington, Kelley 
has not slowed down, much 
if at all. He still cares about 


any kid, warts and all. 
According to Kelley, there is 
always room for improve- 
ment. 

"You know when I’m real 
angry if I take a kid to the 
middle of the field when no 
one is around and we have a 
little chat," he says. "I’m 
sort of approachable once 
you get to know me." 

The only year when he 
stopped coaching complete- 
ly was 2003, when he was 
recovering from quadruple 
bypass surgery. Since that 
time, he’s been an assistant 
coach at Weston, where he 
imparts the same off-the- 
cuff words of wisdom cou- 
pled with puns that give the 
listener some pause while 
you figure out just where 
this line is coming from. 
Kelley is a genuine charac- 
ter that keeps his student- 
athletes, and even the inter- 
viewer, on his toes. 

"My uncle Joe says that 
puns are the highest form of 
humor," says Kelley. "I get 
cards from the Weston kids 
telling me that they always 
have a good time, that they 
like my stories. The cards 
always say that they enjoy 
my sense of humor; your 
stories and your encourage- 
ment." 

That encouragement never 
includes swearing. Is there 
one coach anywhere that 
has never uttered a nasty 
curse in frustration? "My 
vocabulary is good enough, 
so I don’t need to swear," 
said Kelley. "Besides, I have 
this stick," he laughs. 

Of course, he’s just kid- 
ding. If you aren’t in on the 
joke, perhaps you need to 
open your ears and listen 
harder. You might learn 
something about humor and 
life. 


Last never means least 


Finishing last never means 
that anyone is less of a per- 
son in Kelley’s eyes. Just 
keep trying and working 
and the results will get bet- 
ter. Eventually, you will win 
the race no matter how far 
back in the dust you might 
be. 

He tells a story of a track 
meet with Andover years 
ago, when another legend, 
coach Dick Collins, saw 
Kelley wildly rooting on a 
WHS runner who was dead 
last. Collins, who has writ- 
ten about and included 
Kelley in books on the sub- 
ject of motivating athletes

and track, wondered just 
what was Kelley doing? His 
team was trailing badly, the 
runner was last and 
Wilmington was a confex- 
ence bottom-feeder. There 
was no need to question, 
what Kelley was doing, but 
Collins was naturally cuFi- 
ous. The answer turned out, 
to be simple. Kelley cares. 
He still does and always 
will. A last place finish 
could just as easily turn into 
victory if you work hand 
enough. et

A story of a wonderful friendshi

Frank Kelley changed my 
life. ’'m sure that I will be 
just one of many people 
ready, willing and able to 
make that statement over 
the next several days. 

Mr. Kelley, the beloved for- 
mer Wilmington High 
Sehool math ‘teacher and 
track coach, died peacefully 
at his home Friday. God 
made sure to take good care 
of Frank Kelley and with 
good reason. This was a 
mian of great faith who over- 
eame adversity, persevered 
through a series of illnesses 
and went on to change the 
lives of thousands of young 
people for well over 60 years. 
Mr. Kelley believed in young 
people- all kinds of young 
people - from the most trou- 
bled and difficult students to 
thie best- what we all would 
characterize as the ‘cream 
of the crop’ He was not only 
a’man of great faith, but a 
great man. He was my 
friend, and I can honestly 
say without hesitation that 
when my parents passed 
away I did not have the 


same kick-in-the-gut reac- 
tion that I felt when I was 


informed of Mr. Kelley’s 
passing. My friend loved a 
good story, so I thought that 


‘tHe best way to honor him 


would be to share another 
good story here. 

I knew Mr. Kelley for most 
of my 21 years as sports edi- 
tor of the Town Crier. He 
would stroll through the 
door of the old North 
Wilmington Depot with 
track statistics or a story in 
hand, we would chat briefly, 
and he would be off to his 
next practice, math class or 
track meet. It wasn’t until 
April of 2007 that I would 
really get to know Mr. 
Kelley. I had returned to the 
Town Crier after a retire- 
ment brought about by ill- 
ness. By that time, I was a 
columnist/feature story 
writer thanks to the good 
graces of Sports Editor 
Jamie Pote. I felt that it was 
time to write a feature story 
about Mr. Kelley, since 
Wilmington had honored 
him my naming the high 
school track after him in 
2006. We gave the story the 


,héadline “Frank  Kelley’s 


Opus is Far From Finished.” 
-After the interview with 
Mr. Kelley and the story had 
appeared in the newspaper, I 
remember telling him that 
“there is a book here, and 


-there is a story much larger 


in scope that needs to be 


told.” I let Mr. Kelley know 
‘that I felt that his story was 


inspirational on many levels. 
All of this was a direct result 
of Mr. Kelley casually com- 
menting about a period in 
his childhood “when he was 
in the home.” The “home” 
turned out to be the New

= it could have been a scene 
from a Hollywood movie. 
Frank Kelley sat at a table 
in Rocco’s solarium at the 
head of a never-ending line 
of people, signing books and 
greeting former students. 
From time to time, he would 


turn his head and exclaim, 


“Oh boy! Oh boy!” 
Anyone over 30 who attend- 
éd Wilmington High School 


teachers and plenty of hope 
that he would eventually 
leave the home with the 
quiet grit and determination 
that would become the hall- 
marks of his life. Mr. Kelley 
was always patient with the 
underdog, with the kid who 
wasn’t always leading the 
race, but who would eventu- 
ally finish first in so many 
other ways. 

He would fight me every 
step of the way for almost 
two years until he finally 
allowed me to be an 
Irishman for the Day for 
what turned out to be much 
more than just a day. 
Someone very close to me 
would tell me at the time 
that “Mr. Kelley is just an 
older version of you.” We 
were both stubborn and set 
in our ways, and we were 
just really getting to know 
one another. What began as 
a biographer and his subject 
relationship gently morphed 
into a friendship. I spent 
countless hours interviewing 
many former students, peers 
and friends before the book 
was finished in October of 
2010. Mr. Kelley asked me at 
one point if there was going 
to be anyone but himself 
detailed in the book. He 
smiled when I told him 
about his students and what 
they had to say about their 
former teacher and all that 
he had provided them in the 
classrooms of Wilmington 
High School. 

I recall a dreary, rainy day 
in Harvard Square when I 
began loading the boxes 
filled with copies of “Our Mr. 
Kelley-A Lifetime of 
Coaching and Caring” into 
the trunk of my car. The 
machine located at the back 
of the Harvard Book Store 
was cranking out hundreds 
of copies of the book. It was 
the thrill of my life. It would- 
n’t be long before I would 
have an honest-to-goodness 
published book in the win- 
dow of the Harvard Book 
Store. Mr. Kelley, who would 
often tell his math students 
to “show their work” at the 
high school, still wanted 


proof that the whole thing 


was real - even wondering if 
he could add just one more 
good story to the hundreds 
that he had already told me. 
“Wait a minute Rick, I have 
another story that I need to 
tell you,” I remember him 
saying through the static of 
my bargain-basement flip- 
phone. “Coach, we are fin- 
ished. The book is pub- 
lished.” He sounded almost 
disappointed, like he didn’t 
think it was real, but it was. 

It wasn’t long after that 
day that we began a mini- 
tour with the book that 
included cable television 
appearances, a_ retired 
teachers’ luncheon, a 
Rotary Club meeting and a 
signing event at the 
Wilmington Public Library. 
The highlight would be the 
almost rock-star like event 
at Rocco’s in Wilmington, 
where gracious host Chuck 
DePasquale gave us the big 
room at the front of the 
building as hundreds of 
Frank Kelley fans flooded 


knows Mr. Kelley, legendary 
track coach and math 
teacher for 35 years. WHS 
grads will find many famil- 
iar names in the book. 

Rick Cooke, former sports 
editor of the Town Crier, sat 
at the table with Mr. Kelley 
signing copies of the testa- 
ment he’d written to 
Wilmington’s icon. Cooke 
had approached Frank 
Kelley a few years ago pro- 
posing to do a book about 
him. Kelley said no. Cooke 
persisted. He knew there 
was a story there, a story so 
good that it had to be told. 
Six months later, Kelley 
finally relented and Cooke 
went to work. He never 
dreamed that it would take 
him two-and-a-half years to 
complete his task. 

What comes as a bit of a 
surprise to many is the per- 
sonal background of Francis 
P. Kelley, who contracted 
tuberculosis as a toddler and

the venerable eatery. Some 
of them were clutching 
newly purchased books, 
while others waited to buy 
one or more copies for 
friends and family. 
Everyone wanted a signa- 
ture and a few words with 
the man who had changed 
their lives in one way or 
another. Mr. Kelley liked to 
tell me that he thought that 
the details of his life were 
“no big deal.” Sometimes he 
even tried to tell me that no 
one would be interested in 
his life story. I wouldn’t let 
go of the notion that our 
work together was impor- 
tant, and that the people 
who loved him would respect 
him even more once they 
learned of just what he had 
endured at the Peabody 
Home. He grudgingly 
agreed that night that I had 
been right all along. He was 
like a child opening that 
first big present on 
Christmas morning. “Oh 
boy....oh boy!” he said as he 
turned to me and smiled 
that unforgettable Mr. 
Kelley smile. “Didn’t I tell 
you coach? The book is a big 
hit.” Mr. Kelley grabbed a 
pen and we were off and 
running. What seemed like a 
dream was real. 

For five years, Mr. Kelley 
enjoyed every minute of the 
book’s journey through the 
lives of many avid readers. 
Some people told me that 
they had read the book three 
times and were waiting for 
more. Mr. Kelley was con- 
tent to hear about the sales 
through the Harvard Book 
Store, but he enjoyed lug- 
ging copies of the book to 
various events and some 
track meets at the Reggie 
Lewis Track and Athletic 
Center in Roxbury. So it was 
only fitting that the book’s 
cover was put up on the cen- 
ter’s giant screen prior to 
the start of the State Track 


spent much of his youth as 
an invalid in a special home 
for children. He entered the 
home at the age of two and 
didn’t leave until he was 12. 
He spent several of those 
childhood years confined to 
a bed, and his mother was 
only permitted to see him 
once a month during his pro- 
longed stay. He persevered, 
however, and the small, frail 
boy grew up to become a 
tremendously — successful 
teacher and coach. He has 
changed many lives and is 
perhaps the most beloved 
figure in Wilmington. 

Mr. Kelley came _ to 
Wilmington in 1957. When 
his hiring came to salary 
negotiations, Dudley Buck, 
then chairman of the school 
committee told the superin- 
tendent, “Give him whatever 
he wants.” Dr. Buck had 
seen Kelley’s work at MIT. 

“Tm a stinker!” was how 
Mr. Kelley introduced him- 


Finals last weekend. The 
Massachusetts’ State Track 
Coaches Association Hall of 
Famer will be getting many 
tributes over the next few 
days, weeks, months and I’m 
sure years to come, but to be 
included in anything this 
special that had to do with 
Mr. Kelley will be something 
that I will never forget. 

It could be said that Mr. 
Kelley and I were somewhat 
joined at the hip following 
the book’s publication, but 
since my hip was stronger 
(although Mr. Kelley would 
never admit that, even with 
the childhood illness that 
had left his hip severely 
weakened) he sometimes 
would reluctantly allow me 
to carry the load. There was 
never one time however 
when Mr. Kelley would allow 
me to hold open the car door 
for him while he swung his 
good hip around to take a 
seat. I would hear stories of 
Mr. Kelley giving copies of 
the book to former students 
he would see grocery shop- 
ping at. the Wilmington 
Market Basket. There was 
one trip that we made 
together that was more 
about safely negotiating the 
day than shopping. 

I decided that it would be 
nice if Mr. Kelley could see 
how the book was printed at 
the Harvard Book Store. The 
store’s book printing 
machine has a name that 
Mr. Kelley loved - the Paige 
M. Gutenborg. The employ- 
ee in charge of operating the 
machine walked Mr. Kelley 
to the rear of the store, 
where he stood completely 
amazed at the fact that his 
face kept popping out of this 
gently whirring contraption. 
He held the book in front of 
the store’s many _ book- 
shelves while I took several 
photographs of the big 
event. Mr. Kelley had one 
final question before we 


self in the Town Crier, 53 
years ago. He quickly estab- 
lished. a reputation as a 
tough teacher. The Kelley 
Way was the only way. 
Students had to do their 
homework. And it wasn’t 
enough to get the right 
answer on a test. They had 
to “show their work,” to 
prove that they understood 
the process. 

For decades, students have 
returned during or after col- 
lege to thank him. When pro- 
fessors asked how they were 
able to excel in difficult 
math courses in college, the 
answer would always be: 
“Mr. Kelley.” Some of his 
students have gone on to 
have exceptional careers, 
and their stories are in the 
book. 

Some really struggled, and 
they found they had a friend 
in Mr. Kelley, if they would 
do the work - in the class- 
room or on the field. He is 


headed off to have some 
lunch. The machine auto- 
matically trims and binds 
the book before it pops out 
the bottom, like some won- 
derfully creative gumball 
machine. The paper would 
fall into a cardboard box on 
the floor. He held another 
book and glanced down at 
the box. “What do they do 
with all of that scrap 
paper?” 

It was time for lunch. As 
we exited the store, Mr. 
Kelley, even with his large 
walking stick, had difficulty 
keeping his balance on the 
cobblestone sidewalk. I 
thought for sure that one of 
the thousands of Harvard 
students might accidently 
knock Mr. Kelley flat on his 
face. I tried to take his arm, 
but he would have none of it. 
We made it to the front of JP 
Licks. Victory was ours. I 
wanted lunch. Mr. Kelley 
wanted three different 
scoops of ice cream - one of 
which ended up being sher- 
bet. I had a bagel, Mr. 
Kelley’s sweet tooth was sat- 
isfied and we moved on to 
the next adventure with 
“Our Mr. Kelley.” 

When I got the news that 
my friend had died, I took 
the time to cry. I looked at 
a copy of the book and cried 
some more.

During their 
search they allegedly found Ruis 
in the residence with several 
bricks of off-white powder sus- 
pected to be narcotics and 
approximately $21,000 in US cur- 
rency in his immediate area. 

After receiving judicial author- 
ization to expand the scope of 
the search, investigators found 
what is believed to be additional 
suspected narcotics totaling 30 
kilograms; a field test of the sub- 
stance indicated the presence of 
fentanyl. A kilo press, typically 
used to manufacture bricks of 
narcotics, a scale and packaging 
materials were also found.

ing fatal overdoses due in part to 
an influx of heroin laced with 
fentanyl. Drug traffickers fre- 
quently mix fentanyl with hero- 
in, without the knowledge of the 
buyer, putting users at a greater 
risk of overdose because of the 
increased potency of the drug, 
which can be fatal even in very 
low doses. 

Both defendants were 
arraigned today in Lowell 
District Court. 

Gandia was arraigned on 
charges of conspiracy to traffick 
heroin, conspiracy to distribute 
fentanyl, and possession with 
intent to distribute fentanyl. 
Judge Michael Brooks ordered 
the defendant held on $7.5 mil- 
lion surety/$750,000 cash bail, 
the next hearing date is 
February 9, 2016. 

Ruis was arraigned on conspir- 
acy to traffick heroin, conspira- 
cy to distribute fentanyl, and 
possession with intent to distrib- 
ute fentanyl, uttering a forged 
document, and identity fraud. 
Judge Michael Brooks ordered 
the defendant held on $10 million 
surety/$1 million cash bail, the 
next hearing date is February 9, 
2016.

Last year State Police assigned 
to. the Middlesex District 
Attorney’s Office responded to 
185 overdose deaths in Middlesex 
County. The communities of 
Lowell and Tewksbury have been 
significantly affected; the two 
communities had 46 overdose 
deaths in 2015, an increase from 
27 that occurred last year. 

Preventing opioid addiction is 
one of the top priorities of 
Middlesex District Attorney 
Marian Ryan.

recovery specialists to talk about 
innovative was to address this 
problem.

Is the Sport of Wrestling on the decline?

‘Baek on December19, the 
Wilmington High Wrestling 
team hosted their annual 
Sons of Italy Wrestling 
Tournament at the Shriner’s 
Auditorium. As usual, it was 
an outstanding event, with 
15 talented teams from 
around the state as well as 
teams from Vermont and 
New Hampshire made their 
way to Wilmington for one of 
the. best run early season 
tournaments in the entire 
state. 

The problem for 
Wilmington on that day how- 
ever, was not in the great job 
they did in hosting the tour- 
nament, or the ability of 
their wrestlers to compete 
with the best in the state, but 
rather in the fact that in sev- 
eral weight classes that day, 
they were unable to compete 
at all, due to not having a 
wrestler on their roster in 
that weight class. 

With a young and inexperi- 
enced team with only 20 
total wrestlers on the roster, 
Wilmington coach Joel 
McKenna chose to get some 
of those younger wrestlers 
experience by instead 
wrestling them in the JV 
meet held the same day. 

It-was an unfortunate situ- 
ation for the Wildcats, who 
got:some great efforts out of 
the. athletes who did com- 
pete, including Sam 
Jennings, who took a third 
place finish at 170 pounds, 
but it was also not a unique 
situation, as wrestling num- 
bers and participation 
appear to be down across 
the state as well as across 
the entire country. 

According to the National 
Federation of State High 
School Associations, there 
were 11,306 fewer partici- 
pants in wrestling across the 
country during the 2014-15 
season. It is a problem 
many coaches are dealing 
with, including Wilmington 
and arch rival Tewksbury, 
who also has just 20 
wrestlers on their varsity 
roster this season. 

“It’s a hard thing across 
the board. You see a lot of 
teams co-oping across the 
board now. A recent one in 
this area would be Lynnfield 
and North Reading, they 
came together into a co-op 
team about eight or nine 
years ago. You see a lot of 
that in this area at this 
point,” McKenna said. “You 
still«-have a lot of teams 
around, not many teams 
have disappeared off the 
map. Haverhill went away 
for-a year but then they got 
it back up and started it run- 
ning, and now they have 
decent numbers again.” 
‘Theories abound as to why 
the drop in numbers have 
occurred across the country, 
including a recent USA 
Today article which pointed 
out that there are fewer col- 
lege wrestling programs 
than in years past, and 
therefore fewer wrestling 
scholarship opportunities for 
top. athletes, who may 
choose to take their talents 
to another sport. 
> But that only applies to the 
best-of the best athletes, of 
course. As for why the num- 
bers- are down among ath-

letes in general, area coach- 
es McKenna, Steve O’Keefe 
of Tewksbury and Mark 
Donovan of Shawsheen Tech 
have their own theories. 

“The sport can be a hard 
sell at times. It’s such a dif- 
ficult thing,” McKenna said. 
“You are out there on your 
own. It’s a sport that 
requires hard work and ded- 
ication to be successful 
99.9% of the time. It takes 
that. At this time and age, 
you see a lot of schools 
struggling with numbers 
nowadays. There are just so 
many things that kids can 
do. When kids look at 
wrestling, sometimes it can 
have a bad reputation in 
some circles.” 

O’Keefe, who has also seen 
his team forced to forfeit at 
least two matches during 
every meet this season due 
to not having athletes in dif- 
ferent weight classes, points 
out that the hard work and 
dedication required to be a 
member of a wrestling team 
may not be for everybody. 

“T think it is the huge work 
commitment the kids have 
to put in. Who wants to 
work hard for two and a half 
hours sweating and grind- 
ing? The rewards are huge 
if you win, but it’s a tough 
path to get there,” said 
O’Keefe, speaking while 
watching his team compete 
at the Sons of Italy 
Tournament. “Look at this 
tournament, all these kids 
here and there is only one 
champion in each weight 
class. 

“The kids who are involved 
are definitely into it. It is 
not a recreational sport. 
You are either all in, or you 
are not, and it shows. If you 
are not committed to it, 
when you are out there on 
the mat it will show. There 
are other team sports where 
maybe your teammates can 
help hide your deficiencies, 
but that is not the case in

There is no 
place to hide and that is not 
for everyone.” 

Tewksbury Athletic 
Director Ron Drouin echoes 
the sentiments of his coach 
regarding the commitment 
required to be a wrestler. 

"Wrestling is demanding. 
You need to be dedicated to 
that sport. It is not easy to 
maintain your weight or 
have to cut weight. It takes a 
lot of discipline,” Drouin 
said. “I can see why some 
kids get turned off by it. 
Steve O’Keefe does a good 
job. They need a few more 
bodies at the lower weight 
classes to be a better dual 
match team. They are giv- 
ing those weight classes 
away. We had a good show- 
ing at the Lowell Holiday 
Tournament and I hope that 
continues." 

Shawsheen coach Mark 
Donovan is fortunate to not 
have any issues with low 
numbers at this point. With 
one of the top programs in 
the entire state year in and 
year out, the Division 1 
Rams have depth and talent 
at nearly every weight class. 
But he understands the 
struggles of his local rivals, 
as well as other teams 
across the state and country. 

“It is such a grueling four 
month season, and you have 
some kids who are coming 
off either a soccer season or 
a football season, and their 
bodies have already taken a 
beating and they don’t want 
to put it through a wrestling 
season,” Donovan said. 
“Wrestling involves a cer- 
tain mind set and some kids 
don’t want to do it. They are 
asking why am I doing this 
to my body. 

“You work out Monday and 
Tuesday and have a meet on 
Wednesday and then you are 
back in the gym on 
Thursday. It is not easy, it’s 
hard work, but a lot of kids

don’t realize that if you get 
through the first couple of 
weeks, your body will adjust 
to it.” 

There are other theories as 
well, from the other. opportu- 
nities athletes have today as 
opposed to in years past, all 
the way down to the required 
uniform for wrestlers. 

“We’ve been lucky to have 
a couple of additions here 
and there after the begin- 
ning of the year. Some teams 
have not been so lucky,” 
McKenna said. “It’s always 
an uphill battle at this point, 
because kids have so many 
things that they want to do. 
That can get in the way of 
taking part of a sport like 
wrestling, where it does take 
up a lot of time. 

“From an _ educational 
standpoint, kids have so 
many things are their fin- 
gertips at this point. Parents 
are trying to get their kids to 
get jobs once they to get to 
high school, and it becomes 
a real balancing act.” 

O’Keefe offers another, less 
popular theory, which may 
actually have some merit to 
it as well. 

“Some of the kids say they 
don’t like to wear the singlet 
(uniform),” O’Keefe said. 
“So I have heard that they 
have talked about switching 
to some type of MMA gar- 
ment so the kids don’t feel 


uncomfortable, but you 
know, is that the reason, or 
is that an excuse because it 
is just too hard for you.” 

One thing all of the coach- 
es, .all former. wrestlers 
themselves, agree on, is that 
if high school athletes gave 
their sport a chance, they 
would be happy with the 
results. It is not a sport for 
everyone, as O’Keefe points 
out, poking a little fun at 
himself and his fellow 
brethren, but it is a sport 
that offers. tremendous 
rewards. 

“The sport has always been 
a sport where you want the 
abnormal kids. It is not for 
everyone. You’ve got to have 
a little bit of a screw loose to 
want to be in this sport,” he 
said with a chuckle. “But the 
rewards you get are huge, 
and it’s not just the wins and 
losses, it is just the commit- 
ment to hard work. It is a 
life lesson. You might go on 
to a job some day , or some- 
thing else later in life and 
you will face a challenge, but 
you realize it is not a hard as 
the hard work you put into 
your sport, and you can 
overcome it.” 

McKenna agrees that ath- 
letes would be surprised just 
how much they would enjoy 
being part of a wrestling 
program, if they would sim- 
ply give it a try.

“Until you have a kid come 
out and take a look at prac- 
tice and have a conversation 
with me or one of my assis- 
tant coaches, they’re not 
getting the whole story,” 
McKenna said. “They are 
working off rumors and half- 
truths about what they per- 
ceive wrestling to be all 
about. It’s incumbent onthe 
kids themselves to want to 
get out and compete. We’re 
constantly trying to improve 
ourselves as a sport, and 
getting and keeping kids 
coming out for the sport.” 

Looking at it from the per- 
spective of a program with 
some great participation, 
Donovan credits his 
wrestlers who actually did 
give the sport a chance and 
are keeping it thriving at 
Shawsheen Tech. 

“I think after 31 years, 
Shawsheen Wrestling has 
made a name for itself. The 
kids who wrestle for our pro- 
gram have a lot of pride,” 
Donovan said. “It’s not 
about me or the coaches, it’s 
the kids at Shawsheen Tech 
who put in the work to be 
successful. Other kids see 
that success and want to be 
a part of it.”

The Wilmington High 
School Wrestling spent the 
weekend locked in intense 
competition at the annual 
Mount Anthony tournament 
held in Bennington, Vermont.

Francis P. Kelley 


Math teacher, coach, mentor, Good Guy 


‘WILMINGTON - When the state’s 
4§Sociation of high school track 
&Gaches decided to recognize stu- 
dents who overcome hardship and 
‘@isabilities, they wanted to name 
‘thé annual award after fellow 
'€oach Frank Kelley. But first they 
fiéeded to make sure Kelley, a 
fiémber of their Hall of Fame, was 
“St of the room when they took the 
Véte. 

Sixty one years of coaching 
‘@oss-country and track and field 
teams in spring and winter had 
made him a legend. So too did his 
37 years of teaching mathematics 
at Wilmington High School. But 
-the coaches knew Kelley would 
have voted against them. So they 
voted when he wasn’t there. 

Bigger than life, but guardedly 
private, Frank Kelley, who spent a 
lifetime pulling for underdogs and 
‘exhorting his students and athletes 
f> do their very best, never wanted 
attention to his own adversity.

| “Never give in,” Kelley would 
yagite as coach and teacher. In 

Otivating others, he channeled 
Winston Churchill. “Never, never, 
never, never, never, never, never 
give up,” Kelley would intone, 


| adding three more “never”s than 
| Churchill had. 
| “He never complained about his 
| life,” says Robert Beals, a neighbor 
bets 


who befriended Kelley in his later 
years. “Not a word. 

He would always joke and tell sto- 
ries. How he loved to tell stories. 
He was an inspiration to me.” 

“Losing doesn’t bother me,” 
Kelley once observed about coach- 
ing his track team, “as long as our 
kids work hard and have pride.” 
For the self-described “stubborn 
Irishman” that was the true test of 
a life well lived. 

A commanding presence both on 
the track, where his pith helmet 
made him easy to spot, and in the 
classroom, where he threw black- 
board erasers at the loudspeaker 
that interrupted with office 
announcements, Kelley was known 
to parents and students alike as 
“Mister Kelley.” 

He was born on August 19, 1928, 
the son of Katherine M. 
(McCabe) Kelley and Francis P. 
Kelley Sr., who died of tuberculosis 
while the younger Kelley was still 
hospitalized. 

He graduated from St. Charles 
High School in Waltham, attended 
Boston College, graduated in 1951, 
and taught at Gate of Heaven High 
School, then Thornton Academy in 
Saco, Maine before he arrived at 
Wilmington High School in 1957 to 
teach math. Until his retirement 
in 1994, Kelley pushed, cheered 
and challenged his students to full 
participation in the classroom and 
in sports. 

Algebra One became known as 
the hardest course you’d ever take 
in high school or college. Many a 
self-confident seventh grader 
crashed into the blackboard of 
algebraic equations where Kelley 
expected them to demonstrate 
their calculations in chalk. It was 
hard going, but in the Kelley mind- 
set, it was only hard, and, as he 
coached his athletes, you ran 
through it and to the other side by 
applying yourself. He would be 


there to help. Dixon Knight, class 
of 1961, belonged to two genera- 
tions of students Kelly would call 
to the blackboard. 

“T just can’t do this?” Knight 
recalls telling Kelley. “I was flunk- 
ing out.” 

But Kelley urged him on. “Oh 
don’t give up. You’ll get it. You 
keep at it. I see you as a solid C 
student.” 

Instead of despair, Knight felt 
elated to realize he was going to 
pass. 

Years later, Knight recalls, stu- 
dents would bring their college 
diplomas to show their teacher, 
“telling Kelley ‘If it wasn’t for you 
in high school, I would have never 
gotten this’” His home was filled 
with testimonials from former stu- 
dents. 

In a town crazed with football 
and too often with winning, Kelley 
was an ambassador for cross-coun- 
try, track and field. He recruited in 
high school hallways and class- 
rooms, preaching a gospel that 
everyone wins who gets the most 
of his or her potential. Though the 
first runners may have crossed the 
finish line, Kelley would bellow 
encouragement to the rest of the 
field as well, because each and 
every runner was competing 
against his or her personal best 
time. ‘ 

“It didn’t matter if you were the 
best or the worst,” Andrea 
Braciska told the Lowell Sun when 
Kelley left Wilmington High School 
in 1994. “He was always: there, 
waiting for the last one.” 

In the legion of stories Kelley 
would tell and re-tell, he could 
recall his students by row and 
chair, race and stopwatch times for 
long ago events. It was uncanny, 
yet perhaps explicable. He had 
never married—a fact he later 
attributed to being bashful when 
young, a trait no one ever observed 


in his later years. Kelley’s biogra- 
pher Rick Cooke writes that when 
Kelley told one class he never had 
any children, one of his student 
athletes Rick Smalledge said “We 
are your family, Mr. Kelley.” 

In 2006, the Town of Wilmington 
dedicated the high school track to 
Kelley “in recognition of his count- 
less contributions to the 
Wilmington community and his 
many years of dedicated service to 
the students and athletes of 
Wilmington High School.” 

After retiring as a teacher, Kelley 
went on to years of coaching as an 
assistant, at Weston High School 
and later, Reading High School 
(his only condition being that he 
would not coach Reading athletes 
when they competed against 
Wilmington) before returning to 
help out the home team at the 
track named after him. 

In addition to the trademark pith 
helmet, the older, Kelley now 
walked with a tall stick that 
seemed more suited to parting the 
Red Sea. He became a well-recog- 
nized, beloved and celebrated fig- 
ure in town. He received the town’s 
“Good Guy” award. And his life 
story and his legend were publi- 
cized by Rick Cooke in “Our Mr. 
Kelley—A Lifetime of Coaching 
and Caring.” That the dedicated 
Mr. Cooke, a former sportswriter 
for the Town Crier, is a football- 
playing graduate of Tewksbury 
High School, Wilmington’s long- 
time rival, adds to the glow of 
praise. 

“Frank Kelley changed my life,” 
he says. “[Just as he changed] 

the lives of thousands of young 
people for well over 60 years. 

“Mr. Kelley believed in young 
people—all kinds of young peo- 
ple—from the most troubled and 
difficult students to the best...” 

Of all the stories that Kelley told, 
one in particular seemed close to 


the private life he guarded: so 
closely. He recalled a high school 
girl he tried. to recruit for « “iis 
cross-country team. 

She had a disability so she! cules 
n’t run Kelley said she told him. 
Kelley told her she could withthe 
audacity of someone who didn’t 
get out of a home for crippled:chil- 
dren until he was 12. He built ‘her 
confidence. He promised her a%t- 
shirt if she could run the 1.87 mile 
junior varsity course in under :24 
minutes. In Kelley’s story? sit 
seemed a modest goal. On the day 
of the race, she finished with*ten 
seconds to spare. She was the Jast 
one to finish, but she was the first 
one to do it on a wooden leg. * \~ 

The jersey from Kelley said “Pain 
is temporary. Pride lasts a life- 
time. Glory is forever. Go for) the 
Glory.”
